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On Tueſday the 3oth Day of June 1741, at 
Guildhall, London, cume on before the Right 
Honourable the Lord- Juſtice Lee, at his Sit- 
tings there ; the Trial by a Special Fury, of 
an Action between J. G. Biker, Plaintiff; and 
M. Morley, Door of Phy/ic, Defendant; 
for an Aſſault upon, and criminal Converſation 
with, the Plaimtiff*s Wife. 


The Council for the Plaintiff, wet e Mr. Sollicitor- 
General, Mr. Serjeant Burnet, Mr. Llogd, Mr. 
Denni ſon, and Mr. Cummin ; and for the Defen- 
dant, Mr. Serjeant Priwe, Mr. Hollings, Mr. Ser- 
jeant Urling, Mr. Byotle, and Mr. Murray. 


R. Cummins opened the declaration; which 

was, that the defendant at feveral particular 
days, and time therein mentioned; in the month of 
February, March and April laſt, made an aſſ:ult 
upon Katherine, the plaintiff's wife, and her raviſh- 
ed, debauched, lay with, and carnally knew, by which 
the plaintiff loſt the aid and comfort of her ſociety, 
to his damage of 10,0001. 

Mr. Solicitor-General tated the caſe, (as inſtructed;) 
we ſhall not attempt that dangerous task, of repeating 
after him, according to the complement, juſtly made 
him by Mr, ſerjeant Burnet, who ſecondeded him; 
and therefore ſhall only briefly ſay, that on the part 
of the plaintiff, it was repreſented to be to the effect 
following, viz. that Mr. Biker the plaintiff, ſo very 
lately as the 22d day of April laſt, thought himſelf 
happy, in the poffeſſion of a wife, young, beautitul, 
virtuous and afſectionate; when all at once this hap- 
pineſs was daſhed, by the diſcovery of a piece of ma- 
nagement of the defendanr, in ſeducing her from 
thoſe parths of virtue, in which the had deen brought 
up from her infancy, and contic 2d to walk, till her 
unfortunate 
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unfortunate acquaintance with the defendant, upon 
the occaſion hereafter to be mentioned; but ſo pteva- 
lent is the force of a virtuous education, that tho ſnhe 
was ſurpriſed. into a breach of her duty; yet when 
ſhe had leiſure to reflect, ſhe locked back upon her 
falſe ſtep with contrition and horror; inſomuch, that 
tho' the laſt inſtance of that criminal commerce, for 


Which this action is brought, was on the 18th day of 


April laſt, ſhe expired in a mad-houfe on the 18th of 
May. That in the year 1732, the plaintiff married 
this lady, ſhe being then but 17 years of age; ſhe was 
the daughter of an eminent citizen, and by nature 
and education, accompliſhed as has been mentioned; 
and her behaviour was what might be expedted from 
ſuch education; ſo that Mr. Biker and ſhe lived in 
great harmony and happineſs, till the time before- 
mentioned, That the lady had a misfortune to which 


ſome women are liable, of being very apt ts miſcar- 


ry; that ſhe had done this frequently, and been for- 
merly attended on ſuch occaſions by Dr. Douglas; 
but that her laſt miſcarriage, happening in July, or 
Auguſt laſt, and Dr. Douglas, not being then in the 
way; the defendant Dr. Morley, who practiſes in 
that way of man-midw;fery, was called in; and when 
the lady was in a good degree recovered from that 
indiſpoſition, the defendanc forgetting his duty and 
character, and the honour of that learned and uſeful 
profeſſion, in which he was growing very conſider- 
able, entertained an unwarrantable paſſion for his 
fair patient, and in dead of ſuppreſſing and ſubduing 
it, (as upon all conſiderations he ought to have done) 
he, tho' a married man, and twelve or fourteen 
years older than Mr. Biker, was reſolved to indulge 
and gratify it at any rate: and for this purpoſe pro- 
poſed and cultivated an acquaintance and intimacy 
between the two Families; made many vifits to Mrs. 
Biker, when ſhe was alone, under the pretence of 
aſſiſting her in the way of his profeſſion, altho' ſhe 
was well recovered; that thoſe vilits were long, at 
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improper ſeaſons, and when he knew he ſhould 
not find the plaintiff at home. That what paſſed at 
thoſe viſits would be left to the conſideration of the 
jury, when they ſhould hear moreover a particular 
account of three ſeveral days, where the defendant 
and Mrs. Biker, met at the Royal Bagnio in St. 
James's-Street,, and there went to bed toge her; the 
laſt of which days, was Saturday the 18th of Ap:il; 
this the plaintiff was enabled to find out by a parti- 
cular accident, which ſame of the witneſſes will give 
an account of; the former of thoſe days were within 
five or ſix weeks before , that when the lady grew 
very ill, the delendant oppoſed ferding for Sir Ed- 
ward Hulſe, and after mentioning ſeveral other cir- 
cumſtances in the opening, which we here omit, and 
which will occur in the following Minutes of the exa- 
mination of the witneſfes ; they proceeded in their 
evidence for the plaintiff. 

Anne Peeli;g, Sworn, Said, ſhe was chamber- 
maid at the pleintiff's in Feſter- lane, Cheapſide, and 
lived there about two years paſt, that her miſtreſs 
was ſubject to miſcarriages, and had in that time 
miſcarried twice or thrice, the laſt of which was in 
July or Auguſt, laſt. That on thoſe Occaſions the 
had been formerly attended by Dr. Douglas, who 
was cut. of the way the laſt time, as the v itneſs be 
lieves, and then another gentleman, and afterwards 
Dr. Morley, was called in; that he uſed from eat 
time to frequent Mr. Biker's houſe, and the families 
became acquain ed and intimate; and uſed to dine, but 
oſten to ſup together, that the doctor and Mrs. Biker 
uſed to be together: That about the latter end of 
March laſt, or beginning of April, he came alone 
about eight o'clock in the evening, and asked for the 
plaintiff, who was not at home; he askel if ſhe h: d 
any company with her; was tel no; then he went 
in, they were in the dirinz-room together, that e- 
ta een that time and nine o'c!ock, cne or cther of 
them opened and ſhut the dining- room door ſeveral 

times.

times, as if they had a mind to liſten, or know if the 8! 
fervants were liſte ing; that at nine, Mrs. Biker uſed 2 
to taks milk- porrige for ſupper; and at that hour that | 
evening, call'd to the cook not to ſend it in, till ſhe 
called for it; which ſhe did upon the Doctor's going | 
away, about half an hour after, being ask'd as to the 
11ch of April, this witneſs went on to ſay, that on 
that day, being Saturday, her miſtreſs did not dine 
at home; her imaſter went to the country in the 
morning, and Mr. Biker was to go in her Chariot 
that ſhe did go out to the ſhops in her Chariot, be- 
tween ten and eleven, and returned home about 
twelve, or a little after, and went out agai'', alone 
and on foot, about a quarter befere two. This wit- 
nels could not ſay what cloaths her miſtreſs went out 
in before noon, but did obſerve, that ſhe went out on |

N eveni g; that they (the ſervants) had believed ſhe | 
| dined at Dr, Morley's, that upon her coming in at 7

that ſhe came into the Kitchen, and looked in a 
look ng- glaſs there, adjuſted her head-cloaths by it, 
| and ſaid, ſhe thought the wind had almoſt blown her 
cap off; that about three or four minutes before Mrs. 
Biker returred home in the evening, Dr. Morley's

bo / had called to give Mrs. Morley's ſervice, and to | 
deſire Mrs. Biker to ſup with her; that Dr. Morley 
came to Mr. Biker's twice on Monday; that Mr. 
| Eiker did not return from the country till Tueſday 
and before Fe came, on Tueſday, Dr. Morley had 
been there ; being ask'd, whether this witneſs uſed 
to be ſent out when the Doctor and her miſtreſs were 
together, ſhe ſaid, ſhe had been ſeveral times. 
She proceeded, being examined, to give an ac- 
count, that in that week after Mr. Biker's return, 
Mrs. Biker grew very ill, and Sir Edward Hulſe was 
ſent for on the Thurſday or Friday; as ſhe belie ves, 
Dr. Morley propoſed it. That on Friday 74

Biker was in bed in her bed-chamber, Dr. Morley 
was with her, ſtanding by the bedfide ; and as he felt 
her pulſe, ſhe ſaid, Oh! Doctor, my Cenſcience; he 
put away her hand, and ſaid, Pray, Madam, do not 
ſpeak of it ; to which ſhe replied, / muſt, 

This Witneſs being croſs examined, did ſay, that 
the ſtood by the bed during this laſt converſation 3 
that ſhe was not ordered to go out of the room; 
that her miſtreſs had been very ill then, and had been 


bliſter d; that ſhe, this Witneſs, had not obſerved 


Mrs. Biker's head to to be diſordered ; that ſhe had 
fat up wich her on Wedneſday Night, but ſhe believes 
not on Thurſday night; thae ſhe did not obſerve 
any alteration or confuſion in the Doltor, on Mrs. 
Biker ſaying, Oh, my Conſcience, &c.— That ſhe be- 
lieves the milk-porridge was preſcribed to her miſ- 
treſs for her ſuppers by Dr. Morley ; that her fto- 
mach was weak, and not able to bear ſuppers ot fleſh 
meats ; did not know that Mrs. Biker had any preter- 
natural di forders ; can't ſay ſhe had diſorders that 
required the aid of a phyfician. Being examined as 
to ſuſpecting her miſtreſs, &c. ſhe ſaid, ſhe and her 
fellow-ſervants took notice of the opening and ſhutting 
of the dining-room door, becaule it was unufual ; ſhe 


does not know whether they had reaſon to ſuſpect that 


the Doctor had any intention to corrupt her; but he 
uſed to come often, and ask for Mrs. Biker, and if he 
was at hore the defeadant came in; ſhe cannot ſay 
that ſhe heard the plaintiff defire the defendant to 
cultivate an acquaintance between the two Families, 
Says, that the plaintiff was uſually invited to the Do- 
tor's alcng with his Wife. This wstneſs looked out 
of the window after her miſtreſs on the 18th of April, 
becauſe ſhe went out without a ſervant, which was 
unuſal; ſhe went towards Cheapſide, which is to- 
wards Dr. Morley's, who lives in bow-lane, Chep- 
fide z does not remember ſhe ſaw Dr. Morley at the 
plaintiff's on the 18th of April. The Doctor has

Sarah James ſworn. This witneſs is Mr. Biker's 
cook in town, can ſay nothing to her miftreſs's miſ- 
carriage in Auguſt laſt, which happen'd in the Coun- 
try. On the Friday before the rehearſal at St. Paul's, 
for the ſons of the Clergy (which rehearſal was agreed 
to have been onthe 14th of April, and conſequently 
this Friday to have been the ioth) Dr. Morley came 
to Mr, Biker's houſe, about eight o'clock in the even- 
ing, and asked for Mr. Biker, who was not at home ; 
and then asked for Mrs, Biker, and whether the was 
alone; ſhe was at home and alene ; ſhe at that time 
appeared to be in health He went up to her to the 
dining-room, and ftaid till half an hour after nine: 
Between eight and nine this witneſs, and other ſer- 
vant in the kitchen, heard the dining - room door open 
and ſhut gently ſeveral times; at nine, Mrs. Biker 
called to this witneſs, not to ſend her milk- porridge 
till ſhe caged for it; this witneſs did not ſuſpect her 
miſtreſs till then, When Mr, Biker went to Cobham, 
viz. the 18th of April, Mrs. Biker went out in her 
chariot in the morning, and return'd about noon, ſhe 
went gut again on foot, and alone, about a quarter 
before two, not having dined 3 and ordered the ſer · 
vants to go to dinner: She was dreſſed in a yellow 
ſilk yight-gown. and black velvet mantlet : She re- 
turn'd about eight that evening: Dr. Morley's boy 
had been chere a few mintes before to invite her to 
ſuppcr; they told her of him, ſhe ſaid, ſhe had met 
hin,: She adjuſted her head by the looking-glaſs in 
the kitchen, and ſaid, ſhe thought the wind would 
have blown her cap off: The ſervants imagined ſhe 
had gone to dine at Dr. Morley's that Day; latterly 
ſhe had gone abroad without her chariot. Being croſs 
examined, ſhe ſaid, Mrs, Biker had not uſually a 
good ſtate of health; and that ſhe had miſcarried

Biker, and has lived there about four Years: That 
Mrs. Bi er had uſed ro miſcarry, and was formerly 
attended by Dr. Douglas; and near a Year paſt by 
Dr, Morley; th t Dr. Morley uſed to make long vi- 
fits at Mr, Bikers. This witneſs had ſome Su'ip:cion 
of him and Mrs. Biker, on account of the manner 
his paying viſits 3; being about eight o'clock in the 
evening, the uſual time of the plainciſſ's going to the 
ravern. That Mrs. Biker went co the recearlal at St. 
Paul's, and had miſs Watts in her charioc with her: 
That they were ſet down at St. Paul's coffee-houſe, 
and to dine at the Dottor's. Mr. Biker did not dine 
at home that May. As to Mrs, BRiker's going out, 
and returning home on the 18ch of April; this wit- 
neſs gave the tike account with the former witneſſes, 
and farther ſaid. that that morning Mrs. Bi er had 
Mrs. Morley in the Chariot with her.

Anne Olicer \worn. This witneſs lives st the 
royal Bignio in St, James's-{treet ; „is kept by her 
Siſter, Mrs. Bucknall: This wirne's lived there about 
ten weeks before the 18th of April; ſhe ſaw the de- 
tendant there three ſeveral time, at or about three or 
jom weeks diſta ce between them: The firft time 
was about a month after the Witness came to live 
there; he uſed to come about two or three in the 
af ernoon, amd a lady came with him the firſt ang 
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ſecond time; the firſt time they were in the red room 
vp one pair of ſtairs; there is a bed in the room, 
was te y ſheeted; the witnels did not know at firſt 
wno the lady was, but knew her afterwards, went to 
iec her ai'te:waids at Mr. Biker's Houſe ; ſhe was 
Mr. Biker's wile : The defendant and the lady ttaid

the defendant ſhould get her from the Bagnio ; that 
ſhe has been at Tottenham-Hale; that the plaintiff's 
country houſe is at Tottenham Croſs ; chat theſe 
pu are about half a mile aſundet; that ſhe has 

ved at a Farmer's, the plaintiff placed her there; 
that the profits of her place in the baguio; may be. 
about an hundred pounds a year; that the plaintiff 
promiſed to make up her loſs of time; that ſhe has 
had neither money nor bond from him, except two 
guineas and an half; that ſhe might ſay to Mrs, Pye 
chat ſhe wonld not leave her place at the bagnio 
; 2 without

without a proper ſatis faction for her loſs of time: 
that the plaintiff was with her there on the ſaturday 
after his Wife and the Doctor had been laſt toge- 
ther; that his attorney. Mr. Stanyford, was with 
him; that ch-ir pretence was, to prevail on this wit- 
neſs to get the ſame lady for the pl:intitf, which his 
friend the Doctor had tnere; that ſhe owned to them 
that the Dottor had been there: Thar fince the firſt 
of May, the plaintitf has maintained her and her 
husband (who lives at a bagnio) when he pleaſed to 
come to her in the country: That the firſt time, the 


defendant came on foot to the bagnio, and the lady 


with him: That they do keep a book of their 
reckonings at the bagnio; and make, or ought to 
make Fntries of them; but that (he did not go to 
the Book, nor make any Entry in it: That ſhe did 
not know the defend nt, nor Mrs, Biker. the firſt 
time they came: That they came together the ſecond 
time, about three o'clock ; and ſhe did notthen know 
who they were. That the remembers the 18th of 
April, becauſe the plaintiff, Mr. Biker, came to her, 
this witneſs, that day fe'enight, and becauſe the de- 
tendant had beſpo e the room for Monday; that ſhe 
did not at that time know their names. That ſhe did 
not declare to any body, the was ſorry the plaintiff 
had engaged her; thit Bucknall, the keeper of che 
hagnie, came to her at Tottenham, and told her he 
came from the deſendant, an i that if ſhe would come 
awav, he could get five hundred pounds for her: That 


ihe did not declare the o as forry the was engaged; nor 


that ſhe was to have fifty pounds in money, and a 
bond tor a hundred pound; nor that her husbend was 
to have ſuch reward, nor that it was a pretty thing 
to live on, or te pay Debts ; but ſhe ſaid ſhe was to 
ti uſt to his generoſity ; and if he was generous, he 
might put her and her husband in a way in the 
World; and this ſhe believes ſhe faid only to her 
ſiſter Deane at the Bagnio; ſays, ſhe they ſaw the de- 
fendant firft, aſter. his laſt meeting at the begs 
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Bow-Lane; believes it was on the 1ft of May, about 
a week or two after the plantiff firſt came to the, 
that ſhe went to Bow-lane for that purpole, with 
one of che plaintiff's ſervants, and at his deſire; 
that ſhe ſaw the detendent coming up the lane to his 
chariot z and ſaid, he was the ſame perſon ; and the 
maid ſaid, he was Dr. Morley; that ſhe ſaid nothing 
to him; that He wore light cloaths, and a three- 
tail'd wig, neither very light nor very dark; that 
ſhe never ſaw him ſince- That when ſhe ſaw Mre. 
Biker at her husband's houſe in Foſte:i-1 ane, ſhe 
was not in bed, ſhe was fitting by the fire-ſide. 
That this witneſs made no affidavit of what ſhe had 
to ſay ; but that ſhe had declared to her fiſter, that 
ſhe had done ſo, to avoid her importunity on the 
defendant's behalf. That Mrs. Biker was not maſ⸗ 
qued, when ſhe came to the Bagnio ; thinks ihe had 
on a black hood and ſtraw- hat. She believes ſhe might 
have ſaid ſhe never ſaw any part of Mrs. Biker s 
face, only the upper part, except once, and that was 
in the Paſſage ; but that fhe never did fay, ſhe did 
not kno, waether ſhe was handſome or ugly, that 
the firſt time the plaintiſt came to her (this witneſs) 
he gave her half a guinea for her coach, and after- 
wards he gave her two guineas at the thatch'd-houle 
tavern, that ſhe was never with him in the city after, 
till ſhe u as coming away, that ſhe never declared he 
gave her a guinea, for her trouble of coming into the 
city; nor halt a guinea for chair-hire. She believes 
her husband had five and twenty gnineas from the 
plainuff at different times; but that there were no 
debts paid, or to be paid for him, nor cloaths 
bought ; that ſhe never went an airing in the plain- 
tiff's chariot, that the has had a guinea or two from 
her husband, and no more, fince the firſt of May laft 
that he was to have „ol. in all for the loſs of her 
time, but does not know when it is to be paid; but

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wine as well as other neceſſaries; that her husband 
partook of them, by coming when he pleas'd, that 
ſhe hid no cloaths given her: that ſhe bought ſome, 
which ſhe belpoke before the leſt town, and ſhould 
have bought if ſhe had not gene there. That the 
plaintiff did ask her, whit her place at the Bagnio 
was worth; that he did not promiſe any thing, but 
that he would make up her loſs of time. 

Sarah James (a former witneſs) being examin'd 
again, ſaid, that on the iſt of May, ſhe went with 
the laſt witneſs to Bow-lahe, where they ſaw Dr. 
Morley in the ſtseet 3 and that immediately the wit- 
neſs, Anne Oliver, ſaid, that is the min; this wit- 
neſs ſays, it was the Doctor, and this witneſs then 
told the other ſo; and the other (Anne Oliver) would 
have ſpoke to him; but, that this witneſs did not 
think it proper, that ſhe had not before told the 
other witaeſs, which was the defendant's houſe. 

Anne Peeling (a former witneſs) that Mr. Biker 
knew the witneſs Oliver, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw her; and 
ſaid, it was the woman at the Bagnio. 

Thomas Leech, Sworn, This witneſs is coachmari 
to Mr. Garnier, Apothecary in St. James's-ſtreet, 
within two doors of the Royal Bagnio, he lived be- 
fore, viz. about eight of nine months ago with Mr. 
Biker, he fat upon his Cb3ch-box at his mafter's door 
on the 19th of April laſt, and ſaw Mre. Biker croſs 
the way, juſt at the head of his horſes; he faluted 
her by pulling off his hat, and asking how her ho- 
nourable family did ? but ſhe anſwered not a word; 
but made a ſort of a return, by bending her body, 
when ſhe was paſſed behind him, he turned about his 
face, looking over his ſholder, and ſaw her go into

This witneſs, Thomas Terab, being 02 examined 
ſaid, when Mrs. Biker, went into the nm, 
wore a yellow-gown, * 1 ing bier about — 
ſnoulders; but could nor be. poſitive as to her other 
dreſs ; nor 5 4 ſhe had a hat or not. That 
Mr. Biker's family knew to whom he was gone to 
live, and gave him a character ſome months before ; 
but, perhap they did not know particularly where 
his Maſter Garnier's houſe was. That he was at the 
Thatch't Tavern with the plaintiff, who ask d him, 
whether he did not ſee rley go into the 
Bagnio with his wife, which: this witnels anſwering in 
the negatiye ; the plantiff, drew his ſword, and faid 
Damn him, he would rya him through if he did not 
tell the truth: bur that ;perſans there (he thinks the 
plaintiff's attorney) inter poſed, that Francit Bayley is 
the plaintiff's coachman, hom this witneſs converſ- 
ed with, as is menti fore. 

F ancis, Bayley, Serv. This witneſs lives with 
the plaintiff, and is his coachman. On the 18th of 
Ap.il he was abroad in the morning with the chariot, 
and his miſtceſs in it; and at noon when he came 
home, ſhe ordered him to put it up, he had a con- 
verſation th-t afternoon with Leech, (the laſt witneſs) 
to ſuch etfe& as Leech mentioned: And had allo a 
converſation with one of the 8 s ſervants, a- 
bout having half a a that day; by whickr he 
underſtood that the defendant was gone abroad that 
afternoon, without his chariot. 

Hampbrey Linfield, 3 On the 14 day of 
april, the plantiff at his houſe in Foſter-lane, called 
in the defendant; and ordered him to bring in two 
More men, which the witneſs did accordingly : The

- Franklis, Sworn. This witneſs iz 
coachman to the defendant, and lived with him in 
April laſt, had ſuck converſation with Bayley, the 
plaintiff's coachman, about having half a holiday, as 
1s mentioned before; and that che defendant did not 
uſe his chariot that day, the 18th of April. 

The council for the plantiff reſted here. 

The council for che defendant, made ſome obſer- 
ſervations upon the evidence for the plaintiff, and 
jome upon their own; but becauſe they arife for the 
moſt part for the plaintiff's evidence, we ſhall give a 
brief sketch of them in one view in this plece. 

They ſaid that this was a malicious action brought 
for revenge. upon ſome difguſt which they could not 
account for. I hat in order to entitle a pl-intitf to 
maintain an action of this nature, to tne ruin of the 
reputation and fortune of a defendant, dearer to him 
than his lite ; the ſtory ought to be probable; or if it 
was attended with any improbabilities, it ought to be 
ſupported by the teſtimony of witneſſes, whoſe cre- 
dit and reputation, were above all ſuſpicion ; and that 
the circumſtances, which were brought in aid of the 
p incipal fact, ought not to be ſuch as are wholly 
incredible. That it is wholly improbable, that a per- 
ſon of the defendant's charatter, (fu-rh as they ſhould 
ſhew it to be,) ſber, prudent, moral, almoſt arrived 
to the top of his profeſſion, a father of children; 
kappy in an agreeable wife of his own, win whom 
he lived in great amity ; a man who was, as the plain- 
tiff's council had opened, twelve or ſourtee1 years ol- 
der than the plair tiff; at a time of life when irregu- 
lar deſires are more eafily governed; a man, who "4 
t 
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the nature of his profeſſi on, was ruined if only ſuf- 
pected; that he ſhould retign himſelf a ſlave to a 
Jdeſtruttive pafſion for a fickly woman, labour ng un- 
der a contiuuation of female diſorde s; and the wife 
of a perſon, whom we know to be at the very time, 
infected with the toul diſeaſe ; which notwithitanding 
any intended reſtraint to the contrary, he might com- 
municate to his wife, and ſhe to the defendant, ii he 
could be ſo mad, as to be guilty of the crime now 
impute4 to him. n 

Then as to the proofs, put the teſtimony of Anne 
Oliver out of the caſe, and there is nothing laid to 
the defendant's charge.

Hard will be the fate 
ot the gentlemen of the acul y, eſpecially char part 
of it, which more particula:lyeregarcs the fair lex 
it it ſh1i/ be impured to a man as a crime, or even 
diaw en him the ſulpicion of it, that he is alone 
with his female patient. What proot is there given, 
that the Doctor took any incident liberties? but the 
milk- porridge was c unter manded! a flight ciie im- 


ſtance; and which ſhews the weakneſs of a ce 


that wants fuch a ſuppert; and vet it is obleryable, 
that the witnifT's do not agree in it, as if they had 
not carefully compared nates. The two women ſay, 
that Mrs. Biker called and forbad bringing it in fer 
half an hour; the man ſays, he carried it in, and 
his miſtreſs ſent it back again for half an hour. Then as 
to the thing itſelf, it is not probable to anſwer the 
6ed it is alledged for.

ft nce is Mr. Garnier's coachman, fein g Mrs Biker 
going into the Bagnio; this,s alo highly i in probable. 
e poke to her, asked ter ſor her family; ſhe knew 
him, took notice of him, and if fo, ſhe v ould cer- 
tainly not have gone into the Bagnio. Beſides, the 
Doctor, who well knew Mr. Garnier an eminent 
apothecary, would never have choſen to have en al- 
ſignation of that kind, at a conſeſſed houſe, but juft 
two doors from him. This ſtory of the coachman, 
ſeems to be nothing more than a miſtake of his, of 


ſome other woman of the like ſtatute, and wearing 


ſuch like cloaths, for Mrs. Biker. It is obſervable 
upon Anne Oliver's evidence, that Mrs. Biker, or 
whoever that woman was, had her face covered with 
a ſtraw hat; then the coachman ſore (ſure on his 
coachbox) could ſ.e but very little of it, and fo little 
did he know of the matter, t hat he cannot ſay wf e- 
ther ſhe had a hat or not, and he ſpoke of it with 
uncertainty to the other coachman, viz. if he was 
not miſtaken. Beſides, if that had been Mrs. Biber 
impatient to come to her afſiznation, ſhe had been 
there before, and wou'd if ſhe had ſeen a perion 
-who knew her, have gone in at the back-door, as 
Anne Otiver would have it believed the went out of 
it. However (luppofing that woman to have been 


Ars. Biker) the defendant cannot be aſſected by it, it 


Anne Olivo-'s teſtimony be rejetted, as it cught. 
That they had with much ado got out of her, the 
confeſſion of fifty pounds, which her husbard was 
to have by agreement, of which lie had received five 
and twenty, and they thould prove, what the denied,

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paid, They ſhould prove that the door dined at home 
on the 1 8ch of April, and did not gojout %cill three o'clock ; 
that there was no company, in the red room up one pt of 
ſtairs at the Bagnio that day; nay, farther, that there was 
no company in the houſe that day, only one man and one 
woman, up two pair of ſtaiis; and that they left a ſhilling 
for the ſemile-waiter, who was not within when they 
went away. 

Simuel Bucknall, Sworn. This witneſs has been ma- 
ſter of the Royal Bagnio, in St. James's-Stteet about a 
year and a half; Anne Oliver was a waiter there ſome 
months laſt ſpring. This witneſs ſaw the plaintiff there 
ſeveral times; the firſt was ſome time in April, in the fore 
parlour and paſſage; the ſecond time was on the 3Oth of 
April, the plaintiff and one Stanyford an attorney, en- 
quired for Anne Oliver; when ſhe heard of them. ſhe was 
in a great hurry to go to them, ſo as not to (tay to put on 
an apron ; ſhe went to them in the fore parlour, and this 
witneſs went into the back parlour ; there is a hole in the 
partition between the two parlours, which was there before 
the witneſs came to the houſe, and through which he 
could hear and ſee what paſs'd; and through which he ob- 
ſerved the converſation of the plaintiff and his at orney, 
with Anne Oliver; they expoſtulated with her. why ſhe 
did not come away, as ſhe had prom'ſed; ſhe ſ1id, ſhe 
could not, till an affair was at an end, which ſhe was ob- 
liged to attend in the Marſhalſca-Court; there was a dif 
courſe of paying debts for het; ſome money was given to 
her, but how much, the witneſs cannot (ay ; ſhe infitted 
upon 1001. to be fecured to her husband by bond —— 
when they were gone, this witneſs had diſcourſe with her, 


asked her, who they were, and what buſineſs they came 


about? ſhe ſaid, they came to enquire after a doctot and a 
lady, who came to the houſe ſometimes, but thut ſhe knew 
neither of them; that the lady always mask'd, or turu'd 
a way her face. 

Afterwards Anne Oliver and this witneſs went to the mar. 
ſhalſea-court; aud when they had done there, ſhe pretended 
buſineſs in the city, but went to Tottenham; where this 
witneſs went afterwards and ſaw her: She id, thev had 
done ſomething to fix her, and that the plaintiff had placed 
an old womin as a guard upon her: The firſt time this 
witneſs and his wife went to Tottenham, the farmer told 
them, they could not ſee her. Being examined as to ſa- 
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turday the 18th of April, he ſaid, that there was but one 
company in his houte that day, which were a man and a 


woman; that they came there between twelve and one 
of clock, or did not exceed two at moſt ; that the lady 
came firit and asked for a room, the lower part of the 
houſe was wet: ſhe was ſhewn vp two pair of {tairs tO the 
red room forwards ; there was a fire lighted, the gentle- 
man came, they ſtaid ab, ut an hour, and had ſome (an- 
gree : their reckoning was 16s. 6 d. in this the witucſs 
ſays, he is confirm'd by his book, which he produceo, he 
receiv'd the, reckoning, and it is enter'd, Maſter paid: 

they left fixpence or a ſhilling- to the waiter, which he 
does not temeimber, but he afterwards gave jt Anue Oliver: 
ſhe did not attend in the houſe that day: This witneſs now 
knows the defendant, aud belicves he was not the man: 
that he went away between three and four o'clock ; he 
does not remember there was any other company that day 
or night ; he endeavours to keep his accounts in his books 
right, and has turnde<d away leveral ſervants for not mak - 
ing due entries. Anne Oliver came about half an hour

the could eat gold ſhe ſhould have it. The book which 
this witne's produced, being inſpected, the entry tot the 
18th of Ap'il appeared to hive a figure altered, but the 
Day of the week, ſaturday, was fairly entred, and the en- 
try was in courle next after the 179th ; on the top of the 
following leaf there were two I:nes obliterated, ſo as not 
to be legible. This wirnels lad he had turned away two 
ſervants, for not making due entties: that the charge for 
the houle, for a Man and a woman, is ten ſhitlings and fix 
pence; but they might have bathed for the ſame. Says, 
he ſaw the defendant before he went to Tottenham: that 
the defendant's attorney had ſeen him, but not applied to 
him That he had been with the defendant's attorney be— 
fore he went to Tottenham : That the diſtance between his 
two journies to Tottenham, was abont three weeks : Be- 


Tieves he had not [teu the cefealaiit ju that intermediate 


time: 
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time : That hedid not ſee him at his attorney's, to his beſt 
remembrance : That Anne Oliver ſaid ſhe had been led 
a way. 

Here Anne Oliver was called to confront this witneſs :

inconvenient for that purpoſe, propoſed going elſewhere ; 
and accordingly they took a coach, and came to the ſhip 
tarvern without temple- bar; there the Plaintiff burſt into 


a flood of taars, and declared himſelf the unfortunate 


husband of that lady; that the plaintiff dig not offer her 
any money or bond but Ace ie nedefiary to have 
her away from the bagnio, that the detendant might not ap- 
ply to her. She infilted on having a ſatisfactior for her 
lols of time, and referred to her busband : She asked 
when the Cauſe would be heard, this witneſs told them in 
trinity term, if he,could, but perhaps ic might not be till 
michselmas term. The husband of Oliver demanded 50 
guineas for her loſs of time; this witneſs and the plaintiff 
thought the demand high; and this witreſß was tender in 
giving any advice in a tranſaction of that nature : But five 
and ewenty pounds, or, guineas have bern paid to Oliver, 
the husband, and he is to have other five and twenty at the 
end of the cauſe. This witneſs is pretty ſure there was 
no bond given: Anne Oliver made no sffidavit; this wit. 
neſs only took down her Evidence in writing, for inſtruc- 
tion for counſel Thiswitnels contradicted the ſubllance 
of the converſation in every mater;al part uf it, which

| Anne Oliver; and ſays, he was with Mr. Biker at the 
half-moon Tavern; Anne Sid well came thereto offer her 
evidence for the plintitf, and to tell him that the defen.

opinion, that they had no buſineſs to encourage ſuch a ſort 
of people, and put her off- 

The Right Hon. the lord chief juſtice, between eight 
Hd nine o'clock at night, ſumm'd up the very long evi- 
dence, and left it to the jury, having condemn*d in ſtrong 
terms, the praftible of giving money to, or drivinga bar 

gain with a witneſs, under the prerence of amends for Ioſs 
'of time, or otherwiſe ; the juty withdrew, and after three 
quarters of an hour, brought in a verdi& for the defendaut.
